Rev. King To Debate Sit-Ins With Ga. Newsman 

A Georgia newspaper publisher, James H. Gray of 
the Albany Herald, agreed to appear with the Rev. 
M. L. King Jr. in a National Broadcasting Co. tele- 
vision debate on whether sit-in demonstrations are 
justifiable. The program, originating in New York, 
is scheduled for Nov. 26 at 9:30 p.m., EST. 

Gray, who is also state chairman of the Democra- 
tic Party and a native of Massachusetts who moved 
to Albany in 1946, accepted the date after Mayor 
Allen Thompson of Jackson, Miss., recently turned 
it down because of objections from the local White 
Citizens Council. 

Meanwhile, the Rev. Mr. King told JET he “felt 
very bad” in jail after reading news accounts 
of a Jackson, Miss., speech by Dr. Joseph H. Jackson 
in which he attacked sit-ins and kneel-ins and urged 
Negroes to go beyond protest to production. “Such 
statements,” said Rev. Mr. King, “do not help those 
of us down here who are in the thick of the fight.” 
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8 Days In Ga. Jails Leave Rev. King Unbowed 

An eight-day sojourn in three different Georgia jails 
left the Rev. M. L. King Jr. with a bad cold, memories of 
roaches crawling around his segregated cell at Reidsville 
Prison Farm and the lingering tastes of the prison’s black- 
eyed peas, beans and greens. The minister was free under 
$2,000 bond (denied earlier by DeKalb County Judge 
Oscar Mitchell) to appeal a four-month prison term for 
violating an earlier 12-month probated sentence. The 
earlier sentence and $25 fine was for driving in the state 
with Alabama instead of a Georgia driver’s license. He had 
violated his probation, the Decatur, Ga., judge ruled, by 
participating in an Atlanta sit-in. 

The Rev. Mr. King reported that at Reidsville, where 
he spent his time reading Victor And Victim, The Divine 
Comedy, and The Cup Of Fury, he was outfitted in a white 
uinform with a green stripe down the legs. Officials, he 
said, were often curt, never calling him “Reverend” but 
just plain “King.” Many white and Negro prisoners, on 
the other hand, threatened a prison strike to force his 
release. 

Pressure also built up from across the nation as pro- 
testing wires and phone calls swamped Gov. Ernest Van- 
diver and Judge Mitchell. Presidential candidate John F. 
Kennedy phoned the Rev. Mr. King’s pregnant wife, Co- 
retta, to say: “This must be pretty hard on you. I want to 
let you both know that I’m thinking about you and will do 
all I can to help.” Meanwhile, the Rev. Mr. King spoke 
to about 800 persons attending a “thanksgiving prayer 
service” at Atlanta’s Ebenezer Baptist Church. 

“Negroes must master the art of creative suffering,” he 
said. “We must be prepared to suffer, sacrifice and even 
die. We must continue to have the courage to challenge 
the system of segregation whether it is in schools, public 
parks, Christian churches, lunch counters or public 
libraries.” 

At week’s end, the fiery integration leader was headed 
for Chicago’s Greater Bethesda Baptist Church, for his 
first out-of-state speech following his jailing. 
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Handcuffed, the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. is led to jail by 
two unidentified police officers. He served 8 days. 














Dr. J. H. Jackson Questions Value Of Sit-Ins 

Dr. Joseph H. Jackson, recently declared president of 
the National Baptist Convention, U.S.A., Inc., by its board 
of directors, attacked church kneel-ins and lunch counter 
sit-ins and said Negroes “talk too much about racial in- 
tegration and not enough about racial elevation.” Speak- 
ing in Jackson, Miss., Dr. Jacksori said: “The value of the 
sit-ins and the kneel-ins was the message of protest. But 
protest alone will not get for us the values we seek as a 
race.” Asked later to comment on the relation of his 
position to the arrest of the Rev. M. L. King Jr., Dr. Jack- 
son told Jet he was not familiar enough with the facts of 
the case to comment on it, added: “Negroes must operate 
within the law and whenever the law is not what it should 
be then it must be challenged with test cases in court.” 


Report Drop In Mississippi Negro Population 

The proportion of Negro adults to the total adult pop- 
ulation in Mississippi dropped from 41.5 per cent in 1950 
to 36.4 per cent, the largest percentage drop in the nation, 
according to the U. S. Census Bureau. The report showed 
that there are about 423,000 Negroes over 21, compared 
with the total population of 1,163,000. In 1950, there were 
497,354 Negroes compared with a total adult population 
of 1,208,023. 


Cuba Not Lost To Reds Yet: Powell 

Rep. Adam Clayton Powell (D., N.Y.) declared that 
there is still time to detach Cuba from Soviet influence if 
the U. S. can prepare an atmosphere in which Castro can 
withdraw from his present position. 


Chicago Barber, Wife, Win $56,000 In Sweeps 

Herbert Ramey, 45, a barber, and his wife, Millie, 45, 
of Chicago, were winners of $56,000 in the Irish Hospital 
Sweepstakes. When informed by telephone, Mrs. Ramey 
repeated, “Oh, thank you, thank you, thank you,” then 
broke into near-hysterical laughter. Said she: “We won’t 
have to talk much about what we’ll do with the money. 
We’re going to buy a decent place to live—a nice little 
house of our own.”

He spoke at Morgan 
State College in Baltimore. 


Judge Armond Scott’s Estate Valued At $140,000 

Judge Armond W. Scott, the colorful, often fiery Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Municipal Court judge, who died last Sep- 
tember at the age of 87, left an estate valued at $140,000 
—more than one-third of which is real estate. His widow, 
Mrs. Annie Scott, is executrix, and the Riggs National 
Bank, trustee. Mrs. Scott will get the Scott home, valued 
at $12,000, another piece of property worth $5,000, plus 
$20,000 in bonds. The deceased jurist’s son, Armond Jr., 
was willed two pieces of property valued at $34,000, some 
jewelry, clothes and a 1951 car. Money from savings ac- 
counts, amounting to $48,309.73, was placed in trust for 
three grandsons until they become 25 years of age. A 
grandson Armond III, was also left specified jewelry and 
an apartment building.

Join Efforts To Oust Haiti President Duvalier 

Three ex-presidents of Haiti, who have joined efforts in 
an attempt to oust the government of President Francois 
Duvalier, aired their views on a special ABC-TV docu- 
mentary. The ex-leaders, Daniel Fignole, Max Bolte, for- 
mer Minister of Interior who represented Louis Dejoie, 
and Dr. Gaston Jumelle, who represented his late brother, 
Clemente, told of the plans from New York, where they are 
in exile. In a joint statement, the trio vowed to: attempt 
to overthrow the Duvalier government and use their in- 
fluence to carry it through without bloodshed; support 
free elections; and willingness to work together in a per- 
manent coalition government. 
Va. Cops Hold Mixed Couple On Trespass Count 

Charging that they refused to leave a Fairfax, Va., 
snack shop in a bowling alley, cops arrested a white Wash- 
ington, D. C., psychologist, Dr. Paul C. Berry, 28, and his 
Negro wife, Sarita, 27, and charged them with violation of 
a Virginia trespass law. Dr. Berry, who is employed by 
Psychological Research Associates, Inc., in Arlington, Va., 
said the lunch counter manager served them, then asked 
Mrs. Berry to leave. The manager called the cops after 
they refused, Dr. Berry said. 
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Ask Kennedy To Explain White Supremacy Banners 

Val Washington, director of the Minorities Division of 
the Republican National Committee, challenged Sen. Ken- 
nedy to state which represents the real Democratic posi- 
tion on civil rights, “the Kennedy promises in the North 
or Lyndon Johnson’s campaign under the White Suprem- 
acy banners in Alabama.” Mr. Washington referred to 
the fact that in Alabama the State Democratic Headquar- 
ters is decorated outside with posters carrying the segre- 
gationist rooster symbol plus the slogans “White Su- 
premacy” and “For the Right.” 


Urge Letting Mr. ‘K’ Travel U. S. As Negro 

Declaring that Soviet Premier Khrushchev had very 
little cause for anger in his recent restriction to Manhat- 
tan Island, Atty. Wiley A. Branton suggested in an Akron, 
Ohio speech, that “we ought to bring (him) back and let 
him vravel across the country, especially in the South, as a 
restricted American Negro.”

With promises for more 
civil rights gains and eco- 
nomic benefits, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Sen. John 
F. Kennedy beamed last- 
minute appeals to the esti- 
mated 5,155,000 U. S. Negro 
voters. 

Located mostly in the 12 af 4 
key states (and even more Nixon Kennedy 
important in the six largest) the vote-packed Negro com- 
munities loom as “the places to go” for both presidential 
candidates in the closing days of a strenuous campaign. 
With a close election run in the offing for the first time 
in history, the political pros were saying (and meaning) 
that America’s Negroes will elect the next President. 

Here are the six key states and the corresponding Negro 
vote figure: New York (775,000), Illinois (510,000), Penn- 
sylvania (460,000) , California (450,000) , Ohio (400,000) and 
Michigan (350,000). With the Democrats emphasizing eco- 
nomic progress, and the GOPers concentrating more on 
the civil rights record, Washington NAACP Bureau Direc- 
tor Clarence Mitchell dubbed the election “a battle of 
civil rights vs. a relief check.” 

During the past campaign weeks, JET Washington Bu- 
reau chief Simeon Booker and national affairs editor 
Lawrence Still traveled thousands of miles with the major 
candidates. To keep JET readers informed with fresh and 
objective viewpoints, they switched assignments. After 
listening to hundreds of speeches, reading thousands of 
news releases and analyzing political campaign materials, 
the JET newsmen, with clarity and brevity, sum up what 
the candidates promise Negroes.

Cleric Dies Making Pulpit Piea For Leadership 

Stricken by a heart attack while he was calling for 
better Negro leadership, the Rev. Dr. John H. Perry, 65, 
of Union Congregational Church in Harlem, died in his 
pulpit. Pastor of the church for over 18 years, he was dis- 
cussing Ghana as an example of a new African nation 
with inspired leadership. Oxygen was administered by 
police. He was pronounced dead upon arrival at Harlem 
Hospital. 
Rev. Shuttlesworth Appeals 6-Month Jail Term 

In Birmingham, the Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth, who lost 
his appeal of a six-month prison sentence and $100 fine 
on charges of aiding and abetting sit-ins last March, an- 
nounced he is appealing again to a higher court. Appeals 
were also filed for 10 college students who received 30-day 
jail sentences and $100 fines on the same charge. 
Disciples Of Christ Apologize To Louisville Negroes 

In Louisville, Ky., the International Convention of Chris- 
tian Churches (Disciples of Christ) apologized in a reso- 
lution to “our Negro brethren” for what it described as 
“embarrassing incidents” growing out of the denial of 
service to Negro delegates at six hotels and restaurants. 
The Rev. King Allen of Los Angeles, one of 10 signers of 
the resolution, said he wanted it known that it was origi- 
nated by white friends of Negro delegates, that “we don’t 
want to impugn the motives of our Negro brethren: they 
are not trying to precipitate an incident.” 
‘Sit-In’ Leaders Receive Top Catholic Award 

The four youths from A.&T. College, Greensboro, N. C., 
who sparked the lunch counter sit-in movement received 
the Thomas J. Crowe Award from the Catholic Interracial 
Council of Chicago.

Mrs. Dottie Cathey drew a pistol from her 
jacket and pumped two bullets into her 31-year-old mate, 
George, at the gas station where he was employed. He died 
later in a hospital. Mrs. Cathey ‘said her husband denied 
her accusation that he had been running around. 
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LIGHT-SKINNED FOSTER MOTHER 


As she hugged the tiny boy she had been keeping for 
three-and-a-half years, last week a light-complexioned 
Chicago foster mother rejoiced over winning the first 
round in a Cook County Court battle to adopt her dark- 
skinned child. 

Mrs. Leotha A. Mabion received a temporary court order 
to keep custody of four-year-old Stephen Leroy Smith 
after the Chicago Child Care Society refused her permis- 
sion to even apply for adoption of the child, because he 
“did not match” Mrs. Mabion’s skin color and hair texture. 

“They said he was too dark for my family and his hair 
wasn’t good enough,” Mrs. Mabion, a Creole from Louisi- 
ana, said flatly. “What I don’t understand,” she added al- 
most in tears, “is why he matched my color when I first 
got him at 18 days old.” 

The red-headed foster parent was first granted custody 
of little Stephen on Dec. 7, 1956, after she answered the 
private child care agency’s advertisement to serve as a 
foster mother. “I have asked to adopt him three times 
since then, but my social worker kept telling me it was 
impossible,” she explained. 

After Mrs. Mabion made her last. request to adopt 
Stephen last September, she was told the child was 
wanted by another couple, which was better suited be- 
cause of their complexions. 

“When I said ‘I couldn’t give him up just like that,’ my 
social worker said she knew what was best for the child

Say Negro Insurance Co. May Sell To White Ky. Firm 

The sale of the Domestic Life and Accident Insurance 
Co., of Louisville, to a local white firm was reportedly ap- 
proved last week by the board of directors in a 12-4 vote 
with one member abstaining, despite an offer of $5 more 
per share for the firm’s 23,652 shares of stock by a Negro 
company. Informed sources revealed that the offer of 
Kentucky Central Life and Accident Insurance Company 
met the favor of the board’s majority, although accept- 
ance of the Negro firm’s offer would have netted $117,260 
more to Domestic’s stockholders. One board member de- 
clared that considerable objection had been raised to 
selling to a white firm since the company had been tradi- 
tionally Negro-owned and operated, with a policy of accu- 
mulating capital in Negro hands. Virgil Harris, president 
of the National Insurance Association, declared in Bir- 
mingham that: “We would like to establish as a general 
policy that member companies would make an offer to 
other member companies prior to a sale or a desire to sell, 
but that if the offer was insufficient, we would not attempt 
to hold member companies to the policy of selling to a 
member company. This policy is based on the creation of 
an economic background for the Negro race {or the pur- 
pose of giving employment, and as a source of Snancial 
resources for the public.” 

Meanwhile, reliable sources indicated that mershers of 
the board majority had turned down the offer of the Negro 
firm on the grounds that although the company had 
offered cash for the stock, it was felt that the firm would 
not be able to meet its commitment. 

Mrs. Mary Spradling, board member and wife of a de- 
ceased board president, W. W. Spradling, declared: “I 
don’t like it. I’m just grieved. The company has always 
been held by Negroes.” W.L. Sanders is president of 
Domestic Life, which has about 35 home office employees, 
$26 million of insurance in force, and assets of about $6 
millions.
